Edinburgh, December 18. 

Ddrefs of the Town and Parithes of Law- 
der and Chaiohilkirk fub{cribing the 
fame. And Addrefs of Heritors, Life- 
rentes, Elders, Parithoners, and remanent 
Indwellers in the Parith of Calder, 

Sub{cribers of the fame, both againft an Union with 
England in the Terms of the Articles, gisen in and 
read. Thereafter another Report brought in from 
the Committee, to whom the 8th Article of Union 
is remitted, was read in thefe Terms, That White-

to Exportation, ought to be cured and pack’d with 
foreign Salt, allenarly ; and that it does require 4 
Bolls of forreign Sait to cure and pack a Laft of 
Whire-Herring. And after much Debate thereupon, 
x Motion was made for amending that Claufe of the 
faid &:b Article of Union, mention’d in the former 
Days Minutes in relation to.the continuing in Force 
the Laws and Acts of Parliament in Scotland, for 
pining, curing aod packing-of Herrings, White-Fifh 
and Salmon, for Exportation with forreign Salt only 
by adding thefe Words, Without any. Mixture of 
Britith or Irith Salt. And the Addition being aeco:d- 
ingly made, the Claufe as fo amended was read 
over. And after fome further Debate the Voce was 
pur, approve of the faid Claufe as amended, yea or 
not, and it carried approve. Thereafter it was pro- 
pos'd, that the Parliament fhall proceed to confider 
the Draw-backs. And it was alfo propos’d, that the 
Parliament fhould proceed to confider how far Al- 
lowances fhall be given for Importation of forrefgn 
Salt, in order to the making of gale upon Salt. The 
further Confideration thereof was delayed till the 
next Sederunt of Parlfiment. The the Lord Chan- 
cellor by order of*Her Majefty’s bigh Commiffioner 


adjourn’d the Parliament till co Murrow. 


Minutes of the Proceedings in Parliament, Thurfday 
Dec.19. The Earl of Caithnes prorefted againft 
calling the Earl of Glencaim in the Rolls of Par- 
liament before him. Additional Lift of the Com- 
miffioners of Supply for the Shire of Caithnes given 
in and read ; and ordered to be added tothe Com- 
miffioners formerly ram’d for that Shire: And all 
Members allowed to bring in Lifts of Commiffioners 
of Supply, to be added to thefe alreddy named at 
any time berwixt and Thereafter the laft 
Claufe of the 8th Article of Union, in relation to 
the allowing Premiums ani Draw backs, was read, 
as alfo a Report brought in from the Committee, to 
whom the faid 8h Article was remitted, infert in 
the Minutes of the 17:h Inftant, No. 39 in thefe 
Terms : But in refeec it appears from the Books 
of the Royal Fittery Company, confirm’d by

dried commonly cali'd Haverdens, of the like Di- 
menfions (being the Draw-backs allowed by the En- 
gli Laws upon the Exportation on thefe Fithes) are 
fufficient Encouragements, And after reafoning on 
the above feveral Reports, it being moved a higher 
Draw-back fhould be allowed upon the Expottation 
of White-Herrings. After fome further Debate 
thereon, the faid laft Clanfe of the 8th Article of 
Union was agreed to with this Addition, That there, 
thall be tllowad and paid to the Subj-&:, Inbabirants 
of Great Britain, during the prefent Allowances fot 
other Fithes, for every Barrel of White-Herrings, 
which fhall be exported, 10 Shillings and ¢:Pence 
Sterling. Thereafter another Report, brought in 
from the faid Committee, was likewife read in thefe 
Terms, That there ought to be no Drawback upon 
the Exportaticn of falted Beef and Pork. And after 
Debate thereupon, the further Confideration thereof 
Was delayed till next Sederunt of Parliament. And 
adjourn’d till to Morrow.’ 


Amfterdam, Dec. 31. ‘ The 29th Inftant the States 
* General caus’d the Minifters refide at the 
‘ Hague onthe Part of the feveral Princes of Ger- 
‘ many to be invited to a Conference: And moft 
* of them appear’d. It was reprefented to them by 
‘ their High Mightineffes Deputies, that purfuant to. 
* a Refolution of the 29th of November, a Letter 
* had been written, on the Part of their High Migh- 
‘ tineffes, to the Princes and Circles of Germany, ta 
* exhort them to recruit their Troops and make the 
* neceflary Preparations, in Order not only to avoid 
‘ fuch a Difgrace as they fuffer'd from the Mar- 
* thal de Villars the Beginning of che laft Catnpaign, 
* Bue likewife vigoroufly to attack the Enemy, 
whom ‘tis defign'd to with Vigour in othet 
‘ Paris: That they had receiv’d feveral Anfwers, 
* all full of large Promifes ; but that notwithftand- 
‘ ing, they had Advice there was fo general an In- 
‘ dolencé fpread through the whole Body of the 
‘ Empire, that hardly any one of its Members 
‘ made any Steps towards difcharging their Duty : 
‘ And that therefore they thought fit perfonally to 
‘ defire the faid Minifters, to renew their moft 
* preffing Inftances to their feveral Principals on fo 
* important a Subject. All the Minifters that were 
* ar the Conference, gave Affurances each for bim- 
« felf, that their Mafteis would apply themfelves 
effectually to the providing of theif refpedtive 
‘ Contingents. On this Occafion the Pruffian En- 
' voy prefented to the States the Anfwet of the King 
‘ his Mafter to their forefaid Letter ; it imported a- 
‘ mong other things, that he had given Order for 


‘ Italy, and that be would do the like for thofe thac 
‘ferv’d the laft Campaign in Flanders. which he 
‘ would ftill leave to the Difpofal of England end 
‘ Holland. The faid Envov daily expects from Ber- 
* lin the King his Mafter’s Ratification of the Trea-
